Daily,aometltnes every hour, a thunderous roarlng emanates 
fron the aouthweatern part of the city. Out of caacadea of yellow flamea and 
darkbrown amoke', elender projectiles emerye into the alr and turn toward 
the South against the uaually cloulieaa sky.
